Governor Clifford Walker was noti- 
fied Monday by Senator W. J. Harris 
that Secretary Curtis D. Winubur is 
sending to the governor the silver serv- 
ice from the battleship Georgia, which 
which has been dismantled. 


Return of the service was authorized | 
in a bill of Senator Harris’ passed by | 
congress. Governor Walker said Mon- 
day night he would hold the service 
until the legislature decides what dis- 
position is to be made of it. 

The silyer was contributed for use 
of the battleship in 1904, Governor 
Walker said, during the administration 
of Governor Joseph M. Terrell. 

A peculiar situation has since arisen 
in regard to the service, the governor 
declared, because of the fact that a 
part of it was bought from Charles 
W. Cranshaw Jewelry company, which 
has since gone out of business, and 
was never paid for. Creditors of this 


company now are entitled to any pay- | 
ment which may be made for | 
the service. Several bills have been in- | 
troduced into th: state legislature to | 
appropriate money to fulfill this obli- | 
gation but the several assemblies have | 
taken the position, the governor said. | 
that the service was bought withont | 
authorization of the legislature and | 
that the state cannot be held liable | 
for it.

MANGET SPONSORS 
STRONG RESOLUTION 


Representatives of 81 
Congregations Condemn 
Conditions Brought Out 


by Constitution. 


Declaring that Georgia is being dis- 
graced in the eves of the world by 
activities of mobs in three counties 
of the state, the Christian Council of 
Atlanta, representing 81 church con- 
gregations, Monday appealed to the 
governor in a resolution to ‘‘use such 
further means at his command to 
bring these criminals to justice.” 

Adoption of the resolution followed 
publication Sunday by The Constitn- 
tion of results of a survey by a staff 
correspondent of recent acts of mob 
violence in Tombs, Treutlen and Mont- 
gomery counties, in the first of which, 
it was said, masked bands have held 
almost weekly whipping parties for 
more than a year. 

In Toombs county alone, the survey 
revealed, masked and robed night rid- 
ers have whipped a minimum of 20 
white men and women in a period of 
little more than a year, probably a 
maximum of double that number. 

Editor and Lawyer Whipped. 

The recent flogging of H. M. Fland- 
ers, editor of the Soperton News, in 
Treutlen county, and Wimberly 
Brown, prominent attorney of Lyons, 
in Toombs county, has brought to 
light a situation existing in the two 
counties where “‘two groups have taken 
the law into their own hands and 
cowed and defied the mass of people| 
who believe in law and order,” the 
survey said. 

The Christian Seuniil is composed 
of Protestant ministers and laymen, 
with Marion M. Jackson as president, 
and James Morton. secretary. 

The resolution passed unanimously 
by the council, was introduced by 
John A. Manget, Atlanta capitalist 
and chairman of the council's commis- 
sion of civics. The measure was passed 
after brief comment without opposi- 
tion. 

Text of Resolution. 
The resolution, in which Governor 


Walker is commended for the interest 
“already manifested by him in the de- 
plorable situation,’ follows in full:

TURCO-AMERICAN 
AGREEMENT MADE 


Pact Provides for Estab- 
lishment of Diplomatic 
and Consular Relations 
Between Countries. 


Washington, March 14.—(#)—The 
agreement with Turkey, signed at 
Angora February 17 and made nec- 
essary by failure of the Lausanne 
treaty in the senate, was made public 
tonight by the state department on 
its receipt by mail from Rear Admiral 
Mark L. Bristol, American high com- 
missioner in Turkey, who negotiated 
the arrangement. It is in the form 
of notes exchanged by Admiral Bris- 


tol with the Turkish foreign’ minister, 
Twefik Rushdi Bey. It became effec- 
tive when signed and will run 15 
months. 

Provision is made for establishment 
of diplomatic and consular relations 
and appointment of ambassadors “as 
soon as possible,” reciprocity in com- 
fnefcial relations; maintenance of the 
status quo as to most-favored-nation 
treatment in customs matters and ne- 
gotiation of naturalization conven- 
tion. 

No name has yet been suggested 
to the Angora government by the 
state department for appointment as 
American ambassador. Those of Ad- 
miral Bristol and of Under Secretary 
Joseph C. Grew, who negotiated the 
Lausanne treaty while minister to 
Switzerland, have been mentioned 
for the post but there were indica- 
tions that neither now is considered. 
In the absence of actual treaty re- 
lations and congressional authority 
the ambassador will have to serve 
without pay until confirmed by the 
senate. 

The ment includes presenting 
for ratification at the earliest possible 
moment the extradition treaty signed 
in 1923 and also provides for ne- 
gotiation of consular and residence 
conventions.

Returns Due 


Today Is Final Opportunity 
To File Returns and Avoid 
Penalty. 


Today is the last day for filing in- 
come tax returns. Books will close 
at 8 o'clock tonight and those who are 
not exempt from payment of the re- 
turn will be marked delinquent and 
will be subject to a penalty of twenty- 
five per cent of the amount of the tax. 
Today also is the last in which to 
file city and county tax returns at 
the city hall. 

Offices of the collector of internal 
revenue gave the impression of a busy 


hee hive Monday as last minute re- 
turners filed into the federal building 
A make income returns for the year 

a is the last day in which to 
make city and county tax returns and 
forces of both divisions of the govern- 
ment will work overtime to give late 
citizens an opportunity to file papers 
as required hy law and thus escape 
the penalty for failure to do so. 

Long lines jammed the corridors of 
the city hall Monday and even greater 
crowds are expected today. 

Temporary offices for receiving 
county and state returns have been es- 
tablished in the city hall, City Clerk 
Walter C. Taylor, making a place for 
them. This will prevent Atlantans 
from being forced to visit the city hall 
and then make another trip to the 
courthouse. 

Josiah T. Rose, collector of inter- 
nal revenue, Monday pointed out that 
all corporations, active, inactive or 
otherwise must file a tax return if 
gross business receipts for the year 
amount to more than $5,000. -This 
does not mean that net earnings must 
be $5,000, Mr. Rose said, but if con- 
cerns take in $5,000 a year a return 
must be made or owners will be sub- 
ject to penalty. 

Approximately 3,500 persons had 
made returns up to Saturday, it was 
pointed out, but no estimate was made 
of how many returns were made Mon- 
day as the office was continually 
crowded throughout the day. 

There are approximately 90.000 per- 
sons due to make ineome _tax 
returns, Mr. Rose pointed out. About 
15,000 of this number make returns 
at the end of the fiscal year and do 
not have to make returns at this 
time, he added. 

Returns placed in the mails from 
any plate in the state postmarked as 
late as March 15 will be accepted at 
the office. Mr. Rose said. No re- 
turns bearing a later postmark will 
be accepted, he added. 

The law provides that for wilful 
failure to make a return the penalty 
is not more than $10.0 or im- 
prisonment for not more than five 
years or both, an in addition twenty- 
five per cent of the amount of the 
tax.

Despite reports of a 
truce, there seems little doubt that the 
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dissension

reached cs pitch where reconciliation is 
highly doubtful. 

Will Respect Treaties. 

The Pekin government made plain 
that it is still doing its best to induce | 
the powers to negotiate the-treaty 
question with Pekin.

CONSERVE PUBLIC FUNDS! 


In the span of time it was only 
a few years ago when the nation 
stood alarmed and aghast at the 
first ‘“‘billion dollar congress.” 


Politicians—that is, 
ticlans—seized upon it as a text 
for berating «‘“‘governmental ex- 
travagancies,” and all that sort of 
thing—and not without some ex- 
 cuse, for there were extravagancies, 
and always have been and always 
will be. 

There is usually less caution and 
discretion in spending public money 
than in spending private money, al- 
though just the reverse ought to be 
true. One is one’s own and may 
_ be spent as one pleases. The other

its labors—for which adjournment

This is $165,000,000 less than 
the requirements, as carried in the

Again, railroads should by all 
means avoid any excuse for another 
‘anti’ agitation such as swept the 
country a few years ago to the 
detriment of the roads and of all 
business and industrial and agricul- 
tural interests. 

Harmony and sympathetic coordi- 
nation, mindful of the welfare of 
all interests concerned, is what is 
needed.

GOOD APPOINTMENTS.

HOW THEY LEARNED. 

These are some data from the 3,000 
or more answers made by our readers 
to tLe questionnaire about sex educa- 
tion. 

A reporter got his first sexual 
knowledge from older boys when he 
was 8 years old, and it was bad. At 
14 he received wholesome advice and 
instruction’ from his scoutmaster. 

A merchant was first instructed by 
his brother, at the age of 10, and at 
12 he found some further good advice 
in “What Young Men Ought To 
Know” by Fields. (We are not fa- 
milar with this book.) 

Another merchant at 10 had some 
“misunderstanding,” but at 15 found 
valuable izformation and help in sex 
hygiene pamphlets issued by the pub- 
lic health service, Washington, D. C., 
free to citizens. 

A minister says his first sex knowl- 
edge was imparted to him at the age 
of 9 years by older boys, and it was 
wholly bad. At a later stage he 
found help in Dr. Stall’s “What a 
Young Boy Ought To Know.” (This is 


one of a series of books by a minister,, 


all of them pretty good, but rather 
stilted and too namby pamby for some 
of us.) 

A soldier had evil instruction from 
playmates when he was 8. Later in 
youth he found “The White Life” a 
great help. (We are not familiar 
with this book, either.) 

A studeat had some unwholesome 
instruction in early childhood, and at- 
15 his older brother gave him some 
good advice and he read with benefit 
books by Dr. Reed and Dr. Fielding. 

A farmer, at 11 accidentally learned 
bad habits, and at 16 read with ben- 
fit “Science of New Life,” (We know 
nothing of this book.) 

A teacher had foul instruction from 
his playmates at the age of 9. At 
17 his brother informed him about 
the health value of purity and the na- 
ture of venereal disease. 

A bank clerk got his nasty coaching 
at 10, and has never had any other 
instruction. 

An office worker at 10 learned some 
obscene stories. At 19 he received 
wholesome instruction from a physical 
director, 

A housewife, at 8, heard evil stories 
told by older children. As she ar- 
rived at adolescence she found great 
help in “Wife’s Problems,’? a pamphlet 
sold for 25 cents a copy, by the Amer- 
ican Medical association, 5385 North 
Dearborn street, Chicago. It is for

At the age of 10 her mother began to 
instruct her.

This I do not believe to be true of 
the vast majo.:ty, and therefore when 
a fine and wholesome play is staged 
it should, in my judgment, be adver- 
tised by those who are concerned, for 
the restoration of the drama to its 
legitimate sphere. 

This is being done in a variety of 
ways. We already have the Harvard 
plays and each year the Pultizer prize 
crowns some production which has 
earned its approval. The association 
of prominent churchmen with the dra- 
ma and their formation of plans for 
its betterment looks far into a future 
which has immense possibilities for 


We imitate the ancient Greeks «sy 
producing first class athletes. Why 
not imitate them by producing great 
artists and thus copy not only their 
physical but their cultural contests? 
It is proposed to advance this end 
by giving a national prize to the best 
play written by a resident in any one 


of the 48 states of the union. Also 
it is hoped that each city will ultimate- 
ly have its own Little Theater. 

By “little” I do not mean something 
small and insignificant, but a theater 
local to the situation and in which 
plays expressing surrounding life can 
properly be presented. Undoubtedly 
there is much histrionie talent in the 
United States,.and it is equally cer- 
tain that until now it has not received 
the right ideals or methods from those 
who are responsible. for some char 
acteristics of the American drama. The 
influence of New York city upon the 
situation is entirely too preponderant 
and should be corrected by devoting 
dramatics to broader and more basic 
purposes. ‘Their present exploitation 
is too frequently dictated by unworthy 
motives and degenerating aims.

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VOCATIONAL TRAINING: 
RECEIVED BY 19,000 


A total of 15.000 persons received 
vocational training in Georgia last 
vear through the S945. 797.57 in feder- 
al and state funds disbursed for that 
purpose, it was shown Monday in the 
audit of the state board of vocational! 
education, which was filed with Goy- 
ernor Walker. Disburssment for in- 
dustrial rehabilitation during the same 
period amounted to $26,488.84, the 
report stated. 

The report of State Auditor Sam J. 
Slate covered aceounts of the state 
board for vocational education for 
three fiscal years, the last ending June 
30. 1926. 

While but few. if any, vocational 
classes were conducted in any of the 
Georgia public schools in 1917, there 
were more than 250 schools cooperat- 
ing with the board last year and af- 
fording training for 15,000 persons, 
the auditor stated. This training is 
limited to the fields of agriculture. 
home economics, and trades and indus- 
try in accordance with the Smith 
Hughes act through which the state 
receives an appropriation for this work 
from the federal government. 

Funds received for vocational re- 
habilitation are required to be devot- 
ed exclusively to the training and 
placement in employment of persons 
ahove 14. years of qge who are dis- 
abled by accident or @isease. 

For vocational education, the board 
last year disbursed $193.530.66 of fed- 
eral funds and S52.266.91 of state 
funds. For industrial rehabilitation 
$13.158.05 in federal funds and $15.- 
500.79 in state funds were used, the

Early in 1865 Major Bomar was 
captured by union forces in Virginia 
and ‘was held as'a prisoner at Fort 
Delaware for nimre months. On com- 
ing out of prison, he was selected as 
the “raggedest Confederate of them 
all” and as such was the first to be 
provided with new clothes by women 
who had undertaken the work of 
clothing released prisoners. 


Came Back After War. 


Returning to Atlanta, Major Bomar 
opened the North End academy, a 
school for boys, on Luckie street, and 
numbered among his pupils many who 
afterwards attained prominence in At- 
lanta and the south, including James 
I.. Logan, S. H. Venable, J. A. Per- 
due, the late Judge George E. John- 
son, Edward T. Payne, former Presi- 
dent Roberts of Wesleyan college; 


Jack Marshall, Thomas Withers, of 
Marietta; JTewis Morris, Marcus A. 
Foster, of Gadsden, Ala., and many 
others. 

About 1870 Major Bomar took up 
civil] engineering, his first work of this 
kind being in connection with con- 
atruction of the old Atlanta and Char- 
lotte Air Line railway. Afterwards 
he assisted in building the Western 
North Carolina railway, of which he 
was for many years assistant chief 
engineer. Both these lines are now 
part of the Southern railway system. 

Major Bomar conceived and built 
the famous “Andrews Geyser” near 
Marion, N. C. This beautiful foun- 
tain which has delighted thousands of 
travelers, was his solution of the prob- 
lem of draining “Mud Cut,” a trouble- 
some section of the roadbed high up 
on the mountainside. 

Since 1892 Major Bomar has heen 
engaged on civil engineering projects 
in Texas, his home being in [ecos, 
For a brief time he resided in El Paso. 

Father Former Mayor. 


Major Bomar’s father was Dr. 
Benjamin F. Bomar and his mother 
Miss Sarah Elizabeth Haynes. Dr. 
Bomar was the second mayor of At- 
lanta and the first Sunday school 
superintendent in tie city, as well as a 
leader in church, Masonic and civie 
enterprises. He died in 1868 as the 
result of illness contracted while serv- 
ing as paymaster in the Confederate 
army. Major Bomar’s mother died in 
Atlanta in 1916 and his only sister, 
Mrs. A. B. Killian, a life long resi- 
dent of Atlanta, also died here in 1919, 

Major Bomar’s first wife was Miss 
Margaret Bomar,. of Spartanburg. §., 

. His second wife was Miss Mary 
Willis Wilson, of Morganton, N. C. 

He is survived by one brother, R. 
H. Bomar, of Marion. N. €.: by 
Charles H. Killian and T. D. Killian.

Of the horse tracks, the plant of 
the Miami Jockey club at Hialeah 
represented the largest investment, 
$1,500,000, in addition to extensive 
repairs’ occasioned by hurricane dam- 
age last September. -The tracks at 
Pompano, Tampa Downs, Keeny Park, 
near Jacksonville, and Seminola, near 
Orlando, are estimated to have cost 
varying sums ranging from 200,000 
to $500,000,

has been held there.

Hussane, according to the story told 
by Matchmaker John Contos, twisted 
a knee a few years ago. It seems 
that the injury was not sustained in 
a match, but when some friends good 
naturedly inferred that an opponent 
had twisted the knee Hussane replied: 

“No, it could not have been an op- 
ponent. Only I, Yussif Hussane, had 
the great strength to twist such a 
great knee.” 

Contos declares that that is typical 
of the mental attitude of the Turk 
and is one of the reasons why he is 
still winning wrestling matches at an 
advanced age, when most competitive 
athletes have retired to a quieter and 
less strenuous life. If Hussane was 
n boxer he would be too old to con- 
tinue his caseér, but he has taken 
such excellent care of himself that he 
is still considered a formidable oppo- 
nent even for such a star as Londos. 

Wrestlers Last Longer. 
The truth of the matter is that 
practically all wrestlers are able to 
continue their career much longer 
than other competitive athletes and 
one of the explanations is the fact 


that they do not have to make weight} 


for their matches. Boxers and jockeys 
are confronted with the problem of get- 
ting down to a certain weight for their 
games and often their efforts to make 
weight are so weakening that they 
contract consumption and if they es- 
cape that dreaded disease their vitali- 
ty is burned up so rapidly that they 
do not last very long. 

One reason for Paul Jones’ wide- 
spread popularity with the wrestling 
fans of Atlanta is the appeal of his 
youth and his clean-cut tactics on the 
mat. Jones is in his early twenties 
and both wrestlers and fans regard 
him as one of the best young prospects 
in the game.

WALL STREET JOURNAL. 

Wall street’s optimism which has been 
steadily growing under the stimulating in- 
fluence of expanding business and abundant 
credit facilities was heightened at the start 
of the week when call money held through- 
out the session at 4 per cent, notwithstand- 
ing substantial withdrawals in preparation 
for March 15 settlements. General Motors 
pushed ahead on a large turnover, selling 
well above the best price pfeviously at- 
tained by the shares in their existing form.

U.S. Cooperatives Market 
$30,000,000 Eggs in 1925 


Approximately 3,000,000 cases of 
eggs, worth slightly more than $50,- 
000,000. were marketed cooperatively 
in the United States in 1925 by farm- 
ers, egg and poultry associations. This 
figure, compiled by the United States 
department of agriculture, compares 
with 2,400,000 cases, worth $22,000,- 
000, handled cooperatively in 1924. 

The department’s estimates are 
based on reports from about 60 active 
egg and poultry associations. These as- 
sociations are located in 21 states. 
Their business is believed to comprise 
most of the egg marketing done co- 
operatively in the country. A few as- 
sociations failed to report the volume 
of their business to the department, 
but these are small concerns whose 
figures presumably would not greatly 
affect the total. 

One of the California ‘associations 
handled 782,070 cases of eggs last 
year. This was the largest quantity 
handled by any one cooperative con- 


cern. Two of the associations handled 
more than 500,000 cases each. The 
smallest volume of business reported 
by any one association for 1925 con- 
sisted of 585 cases of eggs, handled by 
a Minnesota organization. The reports 
showed that the delivery of a large 
number of cases of cggs per member is 
more important in determining the 
total volume of the associations’ busi- 
ness than a large membership. 

In connection with its eggs market- 
ing studies, the department has made 
an attempt to find out what amount 
of poultry is handled cooperatively in 
the United States. There is less infor- 
mation available about poultry mar: 
keting than about egg marketing. 

However, the department says a 
total of 12,328,057 pounds of live 
poultry was handled last year by 31 
cooperative associations. Sixteen asso- 
ciations handling dressed poultry re- 
ported the marketing of 4,090,510 
pounds in 1925.

L TO AGREE 


Tulsa, Okia., March 14.—(P?))— 
With three new gushers completed 
within the Jast 24 hours in the greater 
Seminole oil area, attempts to cut pro- 
ductiva in the field failed today. The 
indicated production of the three new 
wells totalled about 16,500 barrels 
daily. 

Operators, meeting here to perfect 
n plan for cooperative curtailment of 
the field’s output, adjourned without 
reaching an agreement. They had un- 
der consideration a recommendation of 
an advisory committee of three that 
suggested a 20 per cent reduction. As 
a result of the disagreement operators 
said that production will be limited 
only by pipe line and storage fa- 
cilities. 

Thirty-three operators attended the 
meeting today, occasioned by the re- 
cent recommendation of the advisory 
committee. Twenty-seven favored co- 
operative action in curtailment, it was 
announced, while one operator openly 
opposed it and five refused to vote 
on the proposition. 

Inasmuch as pipe lime and storage 
facilities have been inadequate for 
several weeks, production of the field 
has necessarily been held below its 
potential output. 


A report of today‘s meeting will be 
made to Chairman Fred Capshaw, of 
the state corporation commission. If 
there is wastage of oil the state is 
empowered to step in and shut down 
productioa. No large waste has oc- 
curred as yet. 


Today’s production from Seminole 
and Earlsboro was approximately

The News points out that the Brit- 
ish coup is regarded by those familiar 
with the market as due to the influ- 
ence of John Maynard Keynes, econo- 
mist, who a few years ago criticized 
the spinners for what he _ termed 
many of their “bad’’ practices. <A 
delegation of master spinners met 
with him at that time and it is re- 
ported that under his direction organ- 
ized a trust or corporation monop- 
oly. 

One of Keynes’ proposals was said 
to have been a central buying and 
selling organization, but whether this 
was formed is not known. Nor was 
it known whether the recent coup in 
cotton was engincered by such an 
agency, said the News, but if the pur- 
chases were not made through one 
organization English buyers were at 
least in agreement.

DEPRESS WHEAT 


Chicago, March 14.—(P)—Enlarging 
world shipments other than from the 
United States and Canada, together 
with the promising domestic crop out- 
look, gave a downward trend to 
wheat today. Export demand for 
North Amreican wheat lacked volume, 
sales in all positions being only 300,- 
000 bushels. Closing quotations on 
wheat, although steady, were 1-S8e to 


1-2c net lower, corn 5-Se to 3-4c off 
to 1-Se up. Oats 1-4c to 1- -2c down, 
and provisions varying from De setback 
to a rise of Te. 

Sowent prices yet on the present 
movement were touched by May de- 
livery of wheat. Offerings here were 
not especially heavy, but rallies proved 
feeble. The fact thdt world ship- 
ments for the week amounted to near- 
ly 5,000,000 bushels more than for 
the previous week stood out in obtru- 
sive fashion notwithstanding evidence 
that European stocks are reniarkably 
slow to increase. In this connection, 
however, bears pointed ont that pres- 
sure of southern hemisphere supplies 
wil perhaps continue for. several 
months. 

Counting further against the buy- 
ing side of the wheat market were 
reports that Kansas, Oklahoma anid 
Texas have the best moisture supply 
in a year, that chain stores in New 
England have cut bread prices one 
cent a loaf, and that the United 
States wheat visible supply is still 
15.443.000 bushels in excess of last 
year. despite 828,000 bushels falling- 
off this week. Hopes expressed ofbet- 
ter demand for United States wheat 
were based on the good keeping quality 

and higher protein «<ontent than of 
wheat from below the equator. 

Corn reflected 1.484,000 bushe!s in- 
crease of the visible supply. Further- 
more. Montreal wired that cash in- 
terests there had’ Argentine corn 
bought for every month’s shipment up 
to August. Oats followed corn. 

Offerings of provisions were light 
except on upturns.
